These fluids were given to 
other physicians to enable them to repeat the 
experiment, The remedy whichis used in 
the new treatment consists of a 
e extract derived from the 
pure cultivation of tubercle bacilli which 
passes from the tubercular bacilli, besides 
the effective substances all the other matter 
soluble in 80 per cent glycerine. Conse- 
quently it contains a certain quantity of min- 
ral salts, Coloring substances and other un- 
known extractive matter. Some of these 
substances can be removed from it tolerably 
easily. The effective substance is insoluble 
in absolute alcohol. It can be precipitated 
by it, though not, indeed, in a pure con- 
tion, but still combined with the other 
extractive matter which is likewise insoluble 
in alcohol. The coloring matter may also be 
rémoved, rendering it possible to obtain. 
fromthe extract a colorless, dry substance 
containing the effective principle in a much 
More concentrated form than the original 
giycerine solutions. For application in 
practice this purification of the glycerine ex- 
tract offers no advantages, because the sub- 
stances s0 eliminated are unessential for the 
human organism. The process of purifica- 
tion would make the cost of the remedy un- 
necessarily high.

ANSWERS ANGELINI. | 


— 
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The Catholic Truth Society on His Ser- 
mon Last Night. 


HE IS ALLEGED TO GROSSLY MISREPRE- 
SENT THE CATHOLIC BELIEF. 


The Priest Convert to Presbyterianism 
Taken to Task for His Statements 
About the Religion Which He Formerly 
Professed—An Explanation of Catholic 
Doctrine From an Official Source. 


Rev. Luigi Angelini, the Italian sent to 
America to collect funds forthe Free Church 
of Italy, seems to have stirred up quite a 
breeze in the local religious world. He claims 
to have been a monk for seven years 
in a Capuchin Convent of Piazzo 
Barberini, at Rome, Italy, and to 
have officiated nineteen months as parish 
priest of Forana, Italy, and in his lectures or 
sermons which he has delivered the last week 
or ten days from the pulpits of Drs. Niccolls, 
Brank and other Presbyterian clergymen 
he has scored the Catholic cler 
of Italy most unmercifully, charging 
then with ignorance, cruelty andvice. His 
statements attracted the attention of a 
number of St. Louis Catholics and they were 
not slowin denouncing Angelini asa fraud. 
As will beseen below, the Catholic Truth 
Society of st. Louis, one of the 
objects of whose organization was 
to answer slanders made against the Catholic 
church and to refute errors in the statements 
of people like Angelini, brands some of the al- 
legations he has made in St. Louls regarding 
Catholic church doctrines as lies 
uttered knowingly, deliberately, per- 
sistently and openly,’’ and also 
roundly scores the Protestant clergymen 
who are assisting Angelini in his lecturing 
tour against Catholicism. The Truth Society 
replies to the ex-monk as follows: 


AN ANSWER TO ANGELINI. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Last night in Dr. Nicholl’s church, Seven- 
teenth and Lucas place, the Rev. Luigi 
Angelini made another attack upon the 
Catholic Church. He protested that he did 
not come here to slander Catholics, and yet 
his discourse, as all his other discourses, was 
given up to an abuse of the church when not 
taken up in begging for his wretched and in- 
significant Free Italian Mission. Substan- 
tially he reiterated the same falsehoods 
which made up his sermon in Dr. Brank’s 
church on last Sunday evening. The Catholic 
Truth Society feels that it is its bounden duty 
not to let these statements pass unchallenged. 
His audiences are being misled by him. What 
he has so shamelessly declared to them to be 
Catholic teaching is not Oatholic teaching, 
and he is grossly imposing upon his 
hearers when he pretends that he is 
presenting Catholic doctrine to them, 

He falsely asserted that the Catholic Church 
teaches that Jtsus Christ Our Lord is not the 
one sole mediator between God and man, but 
that the Bope, the saints, the priests and the 
Blessed Virgin are substituted for Him. The 
Catholic Church never has and does not now 
teach this blasphemy. We challenge the 
„Rev. Luigi Angelini, or any of the rey- 
end gentlemen who have given him the use of 
their pulpits, to prove it. On the contrary, 
we affirm that the Catholic doctrine on this 
point is that Jesus Christ, Our Lord and 
Saviour, true God and true man,is the one 
sole mediator between God and man, and that 
only through His divine merits is any man 
saved. 

In confirmation of this blasphemous impu- 
tation this man accuses us of idolatry in the 
honor we pay to the saints and the Blessed 
Virgin. When he eschews all intention of 
slandering us, why does he endeavor ‘to at- 
tach this odious and pagan practice to the 
Church? If this be not slander, what is it? In 
his remarks last night he did mention that 
Catholics drew a distinction between the re- 
ligious veneration they paid to God and to the 
saints and to the Mother of God. But he failed 
to draw out that distinction, If he had, his 
hearers would have at once seen that his ac- 
cusation of idolatry was false and 
impious. We will do it for. him, 
There are three kinds of veneration or wor- 
ship which the church distinguishes, Latria 
or the supreme worship dus to God alone, 
which cannot be transferred to any creature 
without the horribie sin of idolatry ; Dulia dr 
that secondary veneration which Catholics 
give to saints and angels as the servants and 
special friends of God, and 


lic Cultus of the Saints and the Blessed Vir- 
gin, for idolatry is the giving to creat- 
ures that veneration or worship which is 
due to God alone. This no Catholic ever 
dreamed of doing. The moment he doés, he 
ceases to be a Catholic. Moreover, it is to be 
noted that we only venerate the saints and 
the Mother of God because of Jesus Christ. 
They but reflect His merits and His glory. In 
honoring them we honor Him. As the moon 
refiects the splendor of the sun, so does the 
Blessed Virgin shine forth in the glory of her 
Divine Son, and as the planets are brilliant 
only in the borrowed light of the great cen- 
tral luminary, so the saints but imperfectly 
give back the supereminent glory of our Lord 
and Saviour. Thus we venerate them only to 
venerate Him. 

Still another charge made by Angelini 
against the church is that Catholics never go 
directly to God. Theaccusation is equally 
false with the others. The supreme and most 
solemn act of worship which Catholics render 
to God is the holy sacrifice of the mass. This 
consists of the repetition of the great sacri- 
fice on Calvary, when our Lord offered him- 
self to his father for the sins of the world. 
On Catholic altars this great and divine offer- 
ing is daily repeated and consists essentially 
and entirely of a direct and immediate wor- 
ship of Almighty God, wherein we directly 
petition, thank and praise Him. Moreover, 
this is a perpetual sacrifice in the Catholic 
Church, being Offered at every moment of 
time, forthe sun never sets upon it. There- 
fore, not only is it false that Catholics never 
go directly to God, but the very contrary is 
true. They are always, without cessation or 
intermission, rendering Him the highest act 
of worship, of which His creature is capable. 
What is more, the prayers used in the mass 
are almost entirely scriptural. The Mass be- 
gins with a psalm; the Introit is generally a 
passage of scripture, the Gloria is a Bible 
passage rising to the sublimity of prayer; 
the Offertory is from the Bible; the Lavabo is 
another ofthe Psalms; the words of Conse- 
cration are taken from the Gospels; the Our 
Father isfrom the Gospels, and the service 
closes with the opening of the Gospel accord- 
ing to St. John. 

that we have here stated the Rev. 
Luigi Angelini, if he has ever been a priest, 
knew when he so boldly impugned the faith 
of Catholics before his audience last night. 
In this case he deliberately, persigtently, 
openly and knowingly stated what is not 
true. If he never wasa priest he also delib- 
erately and knowingly prevaricated, for his 
sole passport tothe good graces and atten- 
tion of his audience lies in his claim to have 
been a Catholic p t who, therefore, can 
with knowledge tell them what Catholic doc- 
trine is. In either case he is equally guilty of 
faslehood. 

What shall we say of the reverend gentle- 
men who have lent this man the use of their 
churches and introduced him to their congre- 
gations to bring before them these impious 
and false accusations against their Catholic 
fellow-citizens? Have they not indorsed him, 
and are they not, therefofe, equally culpa- 
ble? Certainly the abettor shares in the guilt 
of the perpetrator. For them, however, 
there is this extenuation—they may not have 
known what the Catholic doctrine truly is, 
and in their ready credulity believed Ange- 
lini. In charity we grant them this loop- 
hole, small indeed though it be. But they 
have no longer any excuse for indorsing him, 
and if they persevere in their course, they do 
so with their eyes open,

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CURIOUS CIRCULAR 


ON THE SsUBJECT OF CLOSING THE 
WORLD’S FAIR ON SUNDAY. 


The Religious Liberty Association Dis- 
tributing Literature to Counteract the 
Effects of the Preachers’ Efforts to 
Have the Far Closed on Sunday. 


A two-page cireular headed with the words. 
„National Religious Liberty Association“ 
and emblazoned with the American eagle 18 
very widely cirqiated throughout the city 
and the trains coming and going at the Union 
Depot. Thecircular is upon the subject of 
Sunday and the World's Fair, and reads 
as follows: 


‘The question of closing the World’s Fair 
on Sunday is being agitated at the present 
time. It is insisted by a numerous and influ- 
ential class ef citizens that the Columbia Ex“ 
position to be held in Chicago in 1893 shall 
be closed to all the world on Sun- 
day. It is not the purpose of this leaflet to 
discuss whether the Fair shall or shall not 
be closed on Sunday, but to inquire what mo- 


On what ground is the demand that the Fair 
be closed on Sunday based? Why not ask that 
it be close on Monday? Or why ask that it be 
closed onany day? 

Sunday is regarded by a large ma- 
jority of Christians as a religious 
day; from these and for religious 
reasons, comes the demand that the Fair be 
closed on Sunday. Thisisthe reason the de- 
mand is made—their religious views of the 
character ofthe day. The demand then, is 
made by a class of religious people, from re- 
ligious motives, for religious ends. To their 
religious views they certainly have a right; 
but when it is insisted that the re- 
ligious views of some, even though they be 
largely in the majority, shall be made 
a rule of action for all, another Question at 
once arises: can a land of religious liberty 
enforce religious views? 


NOT A RELIGIOUS CONCERN. * 

The World's Fair is not a religious concern. 
Others beside those who regard Sunday as a 
sacred day will visit it, and contribute 
to the support and success, Thousands 
may wish to attend it on Sunday 
who will not have an opportunity 
todosoon other days. Sheuld the Fair be 
kept open those who regard Sunday religious- 
ly need not visit it on that day. Their action 
in that matter would depend solely on their 
own choice. But to demand that the World’s 
Fair shall be closed to all the world on Sun- 
day because some good people regard 
that day religious is unreason- 
able. What right have those who 
regard the hours of Sunday as holy time, to 
dictate how or where those who do not so re- 
gard them shall or shall not spend their time? 
With all respect to religion, it must be said 
that when its devotees assume such an atti- 
tude, they are taking unwarrantable grounds. 
This demand ts not made in the interests of 
the Fair, or of the nation, but to secure na- 
tional sanction to certain religious views. It 
is prompted by the same spirit which de- 
mands a national Sunday law, and an estab- 
lishment by law ofa national religion. But, 
is civil government the proper conservator of 
ligion? The object of civil government is 
ot to make its citizens relig- 
ious, but civil. Religion pertains 
to a man’s obligations to God and 
his well-beingin anether world. Civil gov- 
ernments are instituted to protect men in 
their rights in this world. It is not the 
province of religion to run civil governments. 
The church has never assumed control of the 
State without persecution q following 
inits train. Forgetting their calling, 
religionists have sometimes made it their 
chief business to meddle with worldly affairs 
and sought to place civil governments on a 
religious basis, but all such efforts have in- 
variably proved disastréus, both to religion 
and the governments.

Dr. Henry A. Stimson, pastorof Pilgrim 
Congregational Church, was asked his opin- 
ion of the arguments presented in the circue 
lar. The gentleman said that the 
better judgment of the people 
would revolt against the na- 
tional government’s setting such a danger- 
ous example, and that the true workingmen 
of the country were not the least interested 
in the scheme to open the great Columbian 
Exposition on the day of rest; that they 
would be foolish should they agree or act in 
favor of the scheme. 


It would be an example, said the doc- | 


tor, ‘‘set by the Government of compelling 
people to labor seven days for six days’ pay. 
Leaving out of the subject any reference 
whatever to the religious side of the subject, 
this argument in itself should be sufficient to 
defeat any proposition to open the World’s 
Fair on Sunday. The opening would 
necessitate the running of trains into 
the city; the operation of the various 
street car lines with a full force, requiring, 
counting those engaged at work In the Expo- 
sition proper, seven days’ work each week 
for months, of thousands and thousands of 
people. When the country becomes awak- 
ened on the subject, as it did In 1876, it will de 
found that a vast majority are in favor of 
Sunday closing. The people will not believe 
the vaporings ot a set of socialistic foreign- 
ers that the working men will have no 
time to attend except on Sunday. The 
same plea was made in regard to the Phila- 
delphia Centennial, and the falsity of the 
position fully shown at the time. The claim 
that working people do not receive an 
opportunity to celebrate the Fourth 
of July would come as near to facts 
as this. This movement is for the benefit of 
the saloons and railroad companies by people 
who take every opportunity to fight Christ- 
lanity, and have seized upon this the same as 
they would any other.’’ 

Would Sunday closing be a step toward 
union of church and state?“ 

Not in the least. The statement is made 
up completely of buncombe, pure and 
simple. Is it union of Church and State 
wherein a nation obeys its own laws? Not in 
the least. The American nation was founded 
on Christianity, and Christianity recognizes 
the holiness of Sabbath. The day has become 
canonized by long ussage and acceptance. 
Lords exist forthe enforcement of Sunday 
rest, and the American nation cannot afford 
to stuRify itself by opening on Sunday, a 
national enterprise, when it prohibits e 
labor for the individual. Yes, the Colum- 
bian Expositionjmust be entirely closed on the 
Lords day. No malf- way measure or 
closing will satisfy the people.’’ 

THE AMERICAN CONSCIENCE. 

Dr. 8. L. Masden of the Union M. E. Church 
believes that the American conscience will 
assert itself and command such a desecra- 
tion of the holy day to halt. He said that all 
the hue and cry raised on behalf of the work- 
ingman was deceitful and generallp misun- 
derstood.

Ton WITH AN INDIAN DELEGATION.

Indications That the Troubles Will Be 
Arranged Peaceably—Gen. Miles’ Offer 
to the Old Chiefs—Young Bucks Strut- 
ting Boldly and Defiantly in Full) 
View of the Agency—Latest From Pine 
Ridge. 


From Our Staff Correspondent. . 

PINE RIDGE, S. D., Jan. 15.—Gen. Carr with 
troops E O and D of the Sixth Cavalry, 
under command of Capts. Kramer, Stanton 
and Lieut. Scott, respectively, arrived here 
to-day. Young Man’s band, about 200 in 
all, returned from the Shoshone Agency, 
where they have been hunting with 
the Crows sinte the hostiles got into camp 
with the friendlies. Several warlike mes- 
sages have been received. The Indian 
soldiers have sent word to Gen. Miles that if 
he wants their guns he can come and take 
‘them, that they will die before they give up a 


gun. 


FAVORABLE PROGRESS. 

Warriors, mounted and afoot, are deployed 
on the hills opposite the agency. It ts under- 
stood that this movement was to 
make a display and to pre- 
vent a surprise. Kicking Bear has 
just called on Gen. Miles andis now with 
him. The chiefs promise to disarm their men 
to-morrow, when Gen. Miles will have store- 
houses ready for them. Everything is pro- 
gressing favorably. 

TO VISIT WASHINGTON. 

Gen. Miles to-day telegraphed to the Secre- 
tary of War for permission to 
visit Washington with a delegation of 
chiefs. This afternoon he receiveda reply 
from Secretary Proctor, directing him to 
come to the National Capital with a delega- 
tien of hostile chiefs to consult about the 
terms of peace. 

THE SITUATION AT 10 A. M. 

10a. m.—This will probably be the last day 
of the Indian war. Gen. Miles positively de- 
termined last night to disarm the hostiles 
to-day. At the council all the chiefs except 
Short Bull were present, and terms for a sur- 
render were made conditional on the ability 
of the chiefs toinfluence their young men to 
obedience. Gen. Miles told them that he 
would give them protection and all the ra- 
tions they would have drawn had ‘they 
remained here. AS evidence of 
his good faith he sent them 
yesterday 1,000 pounds of hard-tack, 150 
pounds of coffee and a large amount 
ef sugar. The Brules wanted to re- 
main at this agency, and be told 
them he would permit them todoso until he 
could communicate with Washington. He 
also promised to secure for them 
their annuities as soon as possible. 
In consideration of Gen. Miles’ compliance 
with their every wish, they consented 
to gather up all the arms in their respective 
bandsand bring them in. They are to be 
tagged and given tothem when they want to 
hunt or kill cattle, but not to many at one 
time; that is, the chiefs will do 80 
Ii they can. Gen. Miles’ scheme ig to bring 
them on to the plain west of the agency 
under the guns, and with the troops 
in sight, collect the arms through the chiefs. 
The teepes will be searched, but that may 
not be done until to-morrow. It is not — 
lieved the Indians will give any good gun 
Most of them have been cached Vans 
many will be witheld when the search begins. 
Just what happened at Wounded Knee may 
happen here. There may be a peaceful 
surrender, there may a bloody 
battle. Turning Bear, who is the most 
influential man among the young men, Big 
Road and Little Wound said after the council 
that they might not beable to control their 
young men. 

CAN’T DO ANYTHING. : 

It is reported that they have said positively 
that they could not, and itis believed here 
that they cannot. Standing Bear promised 
to accede to Gen. Miles terms, 
and then said that he was 
going outto counsel his people. The truth 
is that these old chiefs are the ones who have 
been counseling with the officers for six or 
seven weeks and have neverbeen able to 
do what they said they would 
with their people. When the Indians were 
here before they could not keep them quiet, 
and when Little Wound started for his camp 
ne said he was going to begin disarming 
his men at once, and if any resisted he would 
arrest them and himself bring them 
in. This promise is looked on 
simply as an Indian braggadocia, as 
it is the promise of an impossibility. 
However earnestly the chiefs may talk peace 
the men of the tribes are not in a quiet mood. 
They are even destroying the property of 
their own friends. 

Joe Merrivale, Mexican Joe, a squaw man, 
who has lived among them for fifty years, 
and hag been one of their best friends, has 
a@ ranch three miles above here, and the 
hostiles went there last night and destroyed 
everything. Two Strike called on Gen. Miles 
to-day and said he thought he could control 
his young men, but it would take 
a little time. Crow Dog and 
Turning Bear dined yesterday with 
Rocky Bear, and by invitation I dined with 
them. There were twelve sitting in a circle 
around the fire in the center of the tepee 
where the pots containing the 
dinner were boiling, and after 
a frugal meal, which was eaten almost in 
perfect silence, Turning Bear turned and said 
through ah interpreter: 

We have promised Gen. Miles to come 
to him with good hearts and to bring with us 
all our people. We will doit, and I think we 
can bring ou. young men. He 
will let my people, the Brules, 
stay here; we want tostay because we will 
be treated better here than at Rose Bud. 
Look at Rocky Bear; he is well dressed and 
warm and rich. Look at me; I have 
nothing. All the Ogalaliag ore treated 
well, but we get nothing. They 
have promised us that we should have one 
agency. They will Keep that promise and 
bringus here. I hope that there will be 
peace, for I do not want war.

OLD ARMS GIVEN UP. 

The hostiles are moving into camp and a 
continuous procession of wagons loaded with 
tepees is on the trail west of the camp. Their 
new camp extends from the location of the 
friendlies, a mile north, but the Indians 
are not disarming. Big Road sent 
word that he had disarmed all 
his men and when he came in on his wagon 
with his tepees and provisions he had the 
arms. Just as every one expected 
he brought nine guns only, two 
shot guns three muzzle loading rifies and the 
rest worthless old scrap that were worn. 
This means that the young men and old men 
refused to give up their guns. 

They are moving camp as Gen. Miles di- 
rected and all the issues are settled except 
the disarming, whichis the main point to be 
settled. There was a halt in the procession at 
11:30, the squaws disappeared from the trafl 
and the bucks and Indian soldiers formed a 
line on the hillside facing the agency. Groups 
scattered about the hills. It looked like a 
military maneuver; at present it is not un- 
derstood here.

COMING IN. 

PINE RIDGE, S. D., Jan. 15, via Rushville, 
Neb.—The Indians have at last come orrather 
are comingin atthis writing—noon. They 
string along the west bankof the White 
Clay Creek for a distance of two miles. 
They are mounted, walking, riding in wag- 
ons and, in fact, are advancing in every 
manner known to them. They are 
driving and leading immense herds 
of ponies. Some of them are en- 
tering the friendlies’ camp; others 
are pitching their teepes on the west bank of 
the White Clay. These are the Ogallaltas. 
The Brules, however. are camping in the 
bottom around Red Cloud’s house and half a 
mile from the agency buildings. 
It is not all likely that all the tepees will be 
pitched before evening. Frank Grourard, 
the scout. estimates the number of lodges at 
742, but he can’t estimate the number of In- 
dians. The latter can’t, however, be fewer than 
3,500. The Indian camp two miles from the 


has been ordered to march with his command 
from below the Mission to this point, and will 
reach here to-day. A part of his command, 
will camp on the west bank of White Clay 
Creek, extending north of the Indians, while 
another will flank them on the west and 
south. The adv&nce guard of the hos- 
tiles had scarcely reached the agency 
when Big Road sent word that he had 
collected the arms of his followers and 
wanted to surrender them to the agency. 
When the weapons came in they were found 
to consist of simply two short guns, a 
heavy rifle and a broken carbine, two 
Sharp’s rifles and one Winchester—nine 
guns in all. This surrender is an evidence 
that the Indians do not propose to give up all 
their guns, and that they have hidden their 
best weapons on the hills. On this basis the 
entire hostile band would be e to 
give up in the neighborhood of one hundred 
guns, when it is known that every buck is the 
owner ofa weapon. American Horse, Stand- 
ing Bear, White Bird and Spotted 
Horse, friendly chiefs, are now ask- 
ing protection from the hostiles 
who have camped among them.

was this morning added to the long list of the 
victims of the fight against Big Foot’s band 
on Wounded Knee Creek. Lieut. James D. 
Mann diedthis morning in the hospital at 
this place. Lieut. Mann wasa native of In- 
diana, and in 1873 received an appointment to 
West Point. He graduated in 1877 and was 
assigned to the Seventh Cavalry. He 
recently was promoted to a second lieuten- 
ancy and was assigned to the troops of 
After the 
Sioux had surrendered at Wounded. Knee 
Wallace’s troop was drawn up between the 
warriors and their tepees. The mass of the 
hostiles were not twenty feet from the cav - 
alry, who were dismounted. The troopers 
were proposed for action, but notrouble was 
looked for. Wallace was standing to the 
right of his line, and slightly in front of it, 
and Mann was behind. Noticing a sudden 
movement among the Indians, Wallace called 
out to his men to look out for trouble. Mann 
was in the act of stepping to the front 
when the Indians suddenly dropped their 
blankets, and their whole front burst into a 
blaze of musketry. Wallace fell dead at the 
first fire, and a bullet passed between Mann’s 
arm and body, slightly wounding him. He 
commanded the troops for some time in one 
of the closest and most desperate conflicts re- 
corded in the annals of Indian warfare, and 
attracted the qttention ofall by his coolness 
and gallant bearing. The opposing forces 
fired into each others’ faces for 
nearly half an hour at little 
more than arm’s length, Mann hold- 
ing his position in the front, until he 
was struck by a Winchestet ball in the right 
side. The ball penetrated his belt, passed 
through his side, was deflected by the belt at 
his back and ranged through the flesh to- 
ward his right side. The wound was serious 
and extensive, but Lieut. Mann, on being 
sent to the hospital at this place, recovered 
so rapidly that it was believed that he was 
out of danger. On Tuesday, however, he be- 
gan to sink and died this morning. His two 
brothers were sent for and were with him 
when he died. Lieut. Mann was regarded 
as one of the most promising young officers in 
his regiment and his death is deeply and 
sincerely lamented by all.

FULL TEXT OF SENATOR VEST’S FREE | 
COINAGE BILL. 


The Vote on Senator Hoar’s Motion to 
Take Up the Elections Bill—The Senate 
Debating on the Measure To-Day— 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—The total vote 
last night in the Senate on Mr. Hoar’s mo- 
tion to take up the elections bill was 66, ex- 
clusive of the vote of the Vice-President. 
Twenty-two Senators were recorded as ab- 
sent, including twelve Republicans and 
ten Democrats. Asa matter of fact Senator 
Ingalls was present, but refrained from 
voting and four of the Republican Sena- 
tors who were notin the chamber when the 
vote was taken were in the city. The actual 
Republican absentees were seven in number— 
Senators Blair, Chandler, Farwell, Moody, 
Pettigrew, Pierce and Squire. The Repub- 
lican vote was 33, exclusive of the Vice-Pres- 
ident, or fifteen less than a quorum, so 
that {f the Democratic Senators should 
resort to the plan of refus- 
ing to vote, and thus are joined by Senators 
Stanford, Teller, Wolcott, Jones of Nevada, 
Stewart and Washburn (the Republicans 
who voted with them last night), the advo- 
cates of the elections bill would require the 
attendance of six of these seven actual 
absentees before they could proceed with the 
measure or could act upon the cloturerule.. 
On the other hand, if the six Republicans, 
who voted with the. Democrats last night. 
should not go to the length of technically 
absenting themselves, and should content 
themselves with casting their votes in oppo- 
sitionto the Republican majority the latter 
would have an even quorum exclusive of the 
Vice-President’s vote.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 15.—The full text of the 
free coinage bill, introduced by Mr. Vest and 
adopted by the Senate last night, is as fol- 
lows.

Big Boom for East St. Louis Started by the 
Ci 


ty Government. | 

Next Wednesday evening the East St. Louis 
Board of Trade, zecently organized, will cel- 
ebrate the inauguration of their advertising 
schem by means of which it is 
proposed to attract the attention of the 
world to the fast-growing little city. 
The scheme alluded to contemplates 
the employment of two advertising 
agents who will put in all their time during 
the next twelve months in formulating and 
carrying out plans for extending the fame of 
East St. Louis. One will be stationed 
in St. Louis and the other will travel about 
the State circulating advertising matter of all 
kinds. The board will have besides, a per- 
manent officein East St. Louis, where the 
officers can be communicated with at all 
times. In fact the East st. Louis 
office has already been established, the 
secretary having located at the City Hall. It 
is estimated that to carry out this advertising 
scheme $20,000 will be ‘required for the 
first year. The amount has been raised by 
subscription. No trouble was experienced in 
securing it. Half the amount was 
subscribed in one iump by the Denver 
syndicate owningthe Denverside addition. 
Numerous smaller donations by real estate 
and business men completed the 
fund. To celebrate the inauguration of 
their plans, the members of the board are 
arranging for a banquet which will take 
place in Fast Sst.

An act limiting the amount and charac- 
ter of expenditures of both party commit- 
tees and candidates and holding them to 
strict accountability for every cent used for 
political purposes would strike at the root 
of the evil. It would protect candidates 
from robbery, votersfrom the temptation 
of bribery and would cut off the resources 
of the conscienceless rascals who degrade 
politics and fatten on political corruption.

There seems to be reason in this, when one 
refiects that the entertainer of the club be- 
comes the trustee, so to speak, of the club 
money represented by the prize fund which 
is collected from each of the members at each 
sitting.

The old rule of giving the first, second, and 
maybe third prizesto those tieing for first 
honors has been pretty generally done away 
with, for the reason that by the end 
of the season the best players will 
all have the prizes, while the ordinary play- 
ers will have paid out a good deal of money 
and had no show at all fora prize. The 
ground is now taken that the prizes are in- 
tended for different and distinct classes. If 
two or more are tied for first honors, having 
won the same number of games, they cut for 
or play for the first prize, and have no chance 
for the second; and so with the second and 
third, thus distributing the prizes pretty gen- 
erally , as should be done.

In the third place, in order to break up the 
coalition which sometimes happens acci- 
dentally by a party of good players starting 
out together, it has been determined that 
when the time comes for a couple to progress 
they shall not gouptogether to the same 
table, but one of them shall go up, the other 
go down, the head table being in thecenter.

RAILWAY STRIKERS IN SCOTLAND TRY 
TO WRECK A TRAIN. 


A Halt Called in the Persecution of the 
Russian Jews— Violent Strikers at Pesth 
—Distress Caused by River Blockades in 
Germany—The Black Mountain Chief 
France and Newfoundland — Armed 
Peace in Chili. 


St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 15,—A dispatch 
from Tobolsk says that terrible scourge 
known as black death“ has reached the city 
of Tobolsk, the capital of West Siberia. The 
whole of Asiatic Russia from Samarkand to 
the mouth of the Obi is suffering from the 
scourge. The hands are dying at Obdorsk, 
near the mouth of the Obi, owing to the lack 
of physicians. It seems almost hopeless to 
try to check the spread of the fearful disease. 

PERSECUTION OF JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 15.—Notwithstanding 
the present paramount influence of M. Vish- 
negradski, Minister of Finance, with the 
Czar not much confidence is as yet reposed in 
the rumor that he has persuaded his master 
to cease forthe time the persecution of the 
Jews. Itisa fact, however, that Russia will 
soon need an enormous amount of money to 
undertake the construction of the Siberian 
Railway, of which M. Vishnegradski ts a 
powerful advocate, and that an appeal will 
have to be made to British and German as 
well as French money centers, in all of which 
the Jews have much influence. 


Distress Caused by Blockade. 


BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Rescuing parties have 
succeeded in reaching the Island of Sylt, off 
the coast of Schleswig, where the utmost 
misery has existed owing to the blockade.

PaRIs, Jan, 15.—M. Goutel, president of the 
committee of Panama Canal shareholders and 
bondholders, announces that the committee 
has obtained the assent of the Government 
and the approval of the Committee of Liqui - 
dation for a new scheme. This plan will fol- 
low, or in other words, is upon the basis of 
the financial system which enabled Louisiana 
to effect works costing 600,000,000 francs. 
The committee proposes a succes- 
sion of annual lotteries of 100, 000, 
000 francs, 20, 000, 000 francs in 
prizes to be assigned to each lottery and the 
net profit thereon to be used in defraying the 
cost of the canal works at the Isthmus of 
Panama until the canal is completed. M. 
Goutel states that this 1s the leading feature 
of the scheme, and adds that he asks nothing 
from the bondholders while he assures the 
completion of the Panama Canal and restores 
to the bondholders what they have at present 


lost.

NEw YORK, Jan. 14.—A discussion that at 
times has been quite warm, has grown out of 
the plans of Mr. Austin Corbin and the New 
York Central Railroad, to build separate lines 
of railway to Watertown, N. Y. The scheme 
of Mr. Corbin is to extend his Elmira, Cort- 
land & Northern, and that of the Central 
road is to build a spur from its mainline. It 
is thought that Watertown, which already 
has one road—the Rome, Watertown & Ogden- 
burg—hardly needs three, and people have 
been wondering which of the competitors 
will retire from the field. A pretty little 
story that has been going the rounds of rail- 
road men represents Mr. Corbin as lobbying 
among the officers of the New York Central 
and offering to carry their trains on his un- 
built road as faras Watertown. Beyond that 
point the Central could build its own road. 
This arrangement would give that company a 
railroad tail unattached to anyone. The 
scheme looked quite funny. 

Of course I know that your threat to build 
a road to Watertown is only a bluff to fright- 
en the Rome, Watertown & Ogdensburg into 
terms,’’ Mr. Corbin is reported to have said 
to the Central folks. but I, of course, mean 
to build a road. Suppose you tie up with 
me?“ 

Why,“ replied the Central gentiemén, as 
if thoroughly in earnest, ‘‘we thought it was 
you who was bluffing. We shall build our 
own line, irrespective of what you do, Mr. 
Corbin. 

Mr. Corbin yesterday denied the story. I 
have never thought nor said that the Cen- 
tral’s line to Watertown was a bluff,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I believe they are thoroughly in earn- 
est. So am I. My road will be built, irre- 
spective of any action of the Central. I have 
never offered my road to them for sale. It is 
true, though, thatthe directors of my road 
have appointed a committee to confer with 
the Central.’’ 0

Huntley. 


| HOW THE STAY OF A POLICE BOARD OR- 
DER WAS SECURED. 


Mr. Garesche’s Suit for Services Rendered 
Women of Disrepute Tried in the Cir- 
cuit Court and Decided Against the 
Attorney—Charges of a Startling Nature 
Against the Police Board. 


Judge Klein this morning gave judgment 
for the defendant in the suit of Edmond A. B. 
Garesche against Ada Huntley for attorney’s 
fees. The defendant had been ordered by the 
Police Board to vacate the house 10 North 
Tenth street in ten days. Her neighbors 
in the houses 107, 109, 111 North Tenth 
received similar orders. She went to see the 
agent from whom she rented the house, 
Robert M. Noonan, and told him of the 
order. He employed Mr. Garesche to secure 
the suspension of the order. He was em 
ployed on behalf of the others also, and the 
Huntley woman agreed to pay part of his fee. 
He rendered a bill for $150 to her. She 
refused to pay so much, but said she would 
be willing to pay $50. He brought suit before 
Justice of the Peace Hart, who gave judg- 
ment for the defendant, deciding that the 
contract between the lawyer and the woman 
was against public policy. The trial on 
appeal to the Circuit Court began late yester- 
day afternoon and was concluded this morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Noonan testified tothe facts as stated 
above. He said he understood the board 
order was made at theinstance of J. B.C. 
Lucas. He called on Mr. Lucas with Mr.Gare- 
sche to get him to withdraw his opposition to 
the women. They were then unsuccessful, but 
later Mr. Garesche succeeded. Mr. Noonan 
did not know for what purpose the houses 
were used or why the occupants were ordered 
to leave. He zad Miss Huntley 
paid him $125 per month for 
the house she occupied and the 
other houses rented for $100 per month. He 
could not tell the number of rooms in the 
house, whether it was used as a boarding- 
house or not. He identified the following note 
as having been written by himself: 

SOME CORRESPONDENCE. 
Miss Ada: . 

Mr. Garesché informs me that he will see the chief 
to-morrow morning,and in the meantime advises 
vou all to remain quiet and say nothing to anyone 
until you hear further from us. He assuresme it 
willbe all right, and Misses Norma and Moore 
expect to pay him for his services, and I expect you 
and Miss Pauline to share in the expense, as Miss 
Pauline assures me she is willing to stand her pro- 
portion of attorney fees to remain. Yours respect- 
fully, Bos. 

St. Louis, May 14, 1890. 

Mr. Garesche said he had been employed on 
behalf of Miss Moore, occupant of one of the 
houses, to secure the rescinding of the order, 
and subsequently Mr. Noonan called on him 
in reference to the matter. Mr. Noonan 
wanted to know if the board had the 
authority to enforce the order. 
Mr. Garesche said he did not 
think it had. He accepted employment 
from Mr. Noonan on behalf of Miss Huntley 
and went to see members of the Police Board. 
Charies H. Turner, he said, said he did not 
approve the order. He believed the women 
should not be driven into the residence 
portion of the city. George H. Small, 
he said, said the same, but both said 
that such pressure had been brought 
to .bear by the Oentral Improvement 
Association, of which J. B. C. Lucas was the 
leading spirit, that it was forced to make the 
order. Mr. Lucas refused to withdraw his 
opposition until Mr. Noonan entered into a 
written agreement not to rent the house onthe 
northwest corner of Tenth and Chestnut 
streets to persons of questionable reputation 
and not to rent any of the other houses to 
such persons after Nov. 1, 1891. When this 
agreement was made the opposition to 
the women remaining in the houses was 
withdrawn and the board rescinded the 
‘order. Mr. Gareshe and Mr. Noonan called 
on Miss Huntley with reference to the 
former’s billr She offered to pay him $60 for 
his services and no more. Regarding the 
legality of the order of the Police Board and 
its policy in re to immoral 
women and their mga a Mr. 
Garesche spoke at length. made 
one statement that rather * the Court. 
He said the ordinance prohibiting the keep- 
ing of an improper house was only enforced

of next November, which will carry them beyond 
the Fair and races. and I believe, if nothing is said, 
they may occupy them indefinitely after that time. 

Of course Iam unable to promise any longer than

I must urge upon you the necessity of instructing 
both Miss Huntley and Miss Norma to observe the 
strictest secrecy in this matter. 

Mr. J. B. C. Lucas was the one who instigated the 
proceedings which culminated in an order from the 
Police Board directing them to move, and I have 
been successful in getting him to withdraw the op- 
position which he so successfully made to their oc- 
cupying those premises. 

If anything is said about my success in this particu- 
lar others in the neighborhood may take up the fight 
and still compell the board to put them out. This the

but if others should take up the fight so vigorously 
carried on by Mr. Lucas it might be compelled to 
act. 

As long as nothing is said about it the others who 
would be interested in getting them out will suppose 
that Mr. Lucas is still pushing it, and would there- 
fore not interfere. Therefore caution both Miss 
Huntley and Miss Norma (I have cautioned Miss 
Moore) to say nothing aboutit, not even to the de- 
tectives or officers who may visit the house.

Conrad Bierman Says That He Will Never 
Go to the Penitentiary. 


Conrad Bierman was given a preliminary 
hearing in the Court of Criminal Correction 
this morning in three cases of fraud. 
In each case he was held to the Grand- 
jury in the sum of $800. In default of bond he 
was committed to jail.

HER DEAD BABE IN HER ARMS. 


The Sad Story of Mrs. Garrison, Aban- 
doned by Her Husband. 


New YoOrK, Jan. 15.—In a frightfully ema- 
clated condition, racked by hunger and rav- 
aged by disease, Mrs. Samuel Garrison, a 
young married woman, residing at No. 63 
Garden street,, Yonkers, was yesterday dis- 
covered by the charity authorities of that 
town. The poor woman was lying on the 


dare floor of a draughty, cheerless room at 


the address mentioned, herhead resting on 
a small bundle of ragsand tightly clasped in 
her withered arms was the dead form of an 
infant 2 years old. The  premonitory 
chill of death pervaded the surroundings. The 
set, stony gaze of near death was in the 
unfortunate woman’s eyes, and what evi- 
dence their indications lacked of the ap- 
proach of the grim specter were furnished by 
the cold and stiffening limbs. The timely dis- 
covery by the authorities may be the means 
of saving the woman’s life, but it is doubtful. 
Investigation brought out the pitiful story of 
desertion of a husband. Mrs. Garrison was a 
pretty woman before hunger and destitution 
disfigured her features. She lives on Garden 
street, and for many months sheand the hus- 
band, ‘who deceived and deserted her, spent 
happy hours in their cheerful home. Then 
the man became cold-héarted and a decreas- 
ing affection for his wife was plainly percep- 
tible. Neighbors say the wife did not de- 
serve this treatment and that she wasa 
loying little woman. Howeverthis may be, 
the husband began staying away at night. 
Frequently his absence was prolonged for 
two or three nights, and even a week at a 
time. Finally he failed to return home at all. 
The last penny in the house was spent for 
milk for the infant. Thenthe furniture, the 
carpets, the bedding, the stove all went that 
bread might be had to maintain even a pre- 
carious existence. Previous to these troubles 
Mrs. Garrison was a sociable woman and well 
liked among her neighbors. When the last 
household article was sold for bread and no 
other means of prolonging life was 
apparent, the broken-hearted mother lay 
down with her child to die. Shecould do 
nothing else. She was too weak to go out to 
work, and had no way of notifying her 
friends. But they missed her and instituted 
inquiries for her. It was then that her plight 
was discovered, and the Charity authorities 
were notified. Commissioner Rayor visited 
the house yesterday and had the woman re- 
moved to the hospital. The dead child was 
taken tothe morgue, where an inquest was 
held on the body. The whereabouts of the 
husband are not known. An attempt will be 
made to find him.

DIDN’T MOURN FOR HIM. 


Salvation Army Funeral Services Turned 
Into a Revival Meeting. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—A black-walnut coffin 
containing the remains of Thomas Waugh, a 
mason, who was killed by a falling stone 
while at work on anew building, rested on 
two stools at the base of the platform in the 
Salvation Army barracks on West Fourteenth 
street last night. Waugh had been an enthus- 
jastic salvationist and his comrades were 
conducting his funeral services. There wasa 
gathering in the hall. Capt. Wood, a bright- 
faced girl with rosy cheeks and sparkling 
eyes, conducted the services. 

We have not come here to mourn for our 
brother,’’ she said, ‘‘we mourn for our- 
selves. We have not-come here to repeat 
prayers for his soul. He prayed for his own 
soul. We are not goingto ask to save him 
because we know that God has saved him.’’ 

Then she continued exhorting the living 
to leave their wicked ways and be saved. 
When she had finished the organist played 
**Washed in the Blood of the Lamb,’’ and 
everybody sang. From that moment, al- 
though several of the speakers referred to 
the work Waugh had done inthe Salvation 
Army, no attention was paid to the coffin 
which rested near the platform. It was a 
regular revival meeting after that, with 
noisy songs ang hallelujahs.

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Representative Martin’s Bill Affecting 
the Office of Coal Oil Inspector. 


THE SENATE WRANGLES OVER THE 
ELECTION OF AN EXTRA PAGE. 


A Bill Creating the Office of State Bank 
Inspector—The Republican Senatorial 
Caucus—Farmer Members Earnest in 
Their Fight on Corporations—Notes 
From the State Capital. : 


JEFFERSON Orry, Mo., Jan 15.—The House 
was in session a little over an hour this 
morning, and some thirty-five new bills were 
introduced. Most of the time was put in dis- 
cussing a resolution offered by Representa- 
tive Mays of Green, favoring the free coinage 
of silver. Lyman of Kansas City attacked the 
resolution and said it was about time to 
kill off such buncombe. He said the Legislature 
had nothing to dowith the coinage of sil- 
ver and that such resolutions only delayed 
business without accomplishing any good. 

Representative Tom Martin of St. Louis, 
has a bill amending the Coal Oil Inspector 
law. The bill provides that there shall be 
Coal Oil Inspectors in St. Louis, Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and Hannibal, and specifies how 
they shall inspect oils, fixing the fees for 
such inspection. A feature of the bill which 
will hardly meet with the approval of Col. J. 
Griff Prather, the St. Louis in- 
spector, is that which requires the 
payment oil all the fees collected 
to the office of the State Treasurer. In lieu of 
the fees the inspectors will receive salaries. 
The amount fixed for the §t. Louis inspector 
is $3,000 per annum, and he can employ a 
deputy at $1,200 a year. Representative 
Martin did not have the bill ready for intro- 
duction this morning, but says he will present 
it the first thing to-morrow. 

The House adjourned at 11 o’clock until 9:3 
to-morrow morning. 

THE SENATE. 

The Senate wrangled nearly an hour this 
morning over the momentous question of 
engaging an additional page for the use of 
the President of that body. It was finally de- 
cided toemploy another page, and the place 
was given to the young son of Senator O’ Ban- 
non, a Republican member. Some of the 
Democratic Senators did not like the idea of 
voting for a Republican boy and declined to 
vote, but young O’Bannon got the position. 

The Sparks resolution for the appointment 
of a commission on school text books did not 
prevail, a majority of the Senators taking the 
view that the whole matter should be left to 
the standing Committee on Education. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Cochran of 
St. Joseph creating the office of State Bank 
Inspector and defining the duties of the office. 

OSCAR KOCHTITZKY DEAD. 

Ex-Labor Commissioner Oscar Kochtitzky 
died at an early hour this morning at his 
home after a brief illness of pneumonia. He 
served during the Marmaduke and Morehouse 
administrations and was very active in his 
capacity as Chief of the Labor Bureau in the 
great Southwest strike in the spring of 1886. 

THE FIGHT ON CORPORATIONS. 

The corporations, and particularly the rail- 
roads, have reason to feel nervous at the out- 
break inthe Assembly. The House, with its 
big majority of farmers, is bent on regulating 
the railroads, express and sleeping-car com- 
panies. The passage of the reso- 
lution requesting the Secretary of 
State to furnish the House with a 
complete list of all the corporations in the 
State, their officers, date of incorporation, 
capital stock and taxable wealth, in the face 
of the Secretary’s report, that it would take 
ten expert clerks at least two and probably 
three months to complete the information 
desired, shows how earnest the farmers are 
to carefully investigate the mat- 
ter. The opinion is general among 
them that the railroads do not bear their 
share of taxation. and they declare they will 
know the reason why before they conclude 
their investigation. Col. A. C. Dawes of St.

THE ‘‘HOLDOVER’’ LAW. 

Senator Espenchied of St. Louis has intro- 
duced a bill which will be watched with 
interest by the police and prosecuting 
authorities of the State. It amends the law 
limiting the detention of suspects to twenty 
hoursand extends the time to forty-eight 
hours. The police officials of St. Louis 
will, it is expected, strongly urge the 
passage of this measure. Under the present 
law a person suspected of a crime and locked 
up pending an investigation must be released 
after twenty hours. This time is not consid- 
ered sufficient, as the investigations are at 
times necessarily slow. Senator Espenchied 
argues that the bill will, if passed, give the 
police material assistance in the detection 
and punishment of crime. 

THE LABOR BUREAU. 

Labor Commissioner Merriweather wants 
to extend the work of his department to make 
ita sortofan immigration as well as a labor 
bureau. It will take an additional appropri- 
ation to carry out this idea and an act of the 
Legislature as well, but the Commissioner 
seems confident of getting both. He proposes 
to gather statistics from every city and 
county in the State, showing the industries of 
all kinds and their development. The bill will 
be presented by Senator Espenchied. 

DEFENDING THE INDIANS. 
The warring Sioux Indians have founda 


defender in Representative Skaggs of Marys

The Farmers’ Institute & State Dairymen’s 
Association is in session this afternoon in the 
Engrossing Department of the Capitol Build- 
ing. The institute is made up largely of 
farmers of Cole, Miller and adjacent counties. 
Levi Chubbuck, the Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, which manages the 
Agricultural College at Columbia, is the 
Secretary. The institute propose to discuss 
legislation and will have some recommenda- 
tions to offer the Assembly. The dairymen 
have been invited to meet with the institute 
and some of them have accepted the invita- 
tion. Ex-Secretary of Agriculture Norman J. 
Colman reached the city last evening and may 
address the institute to-night. 

THE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 

The Board of Agriculture may have a dim- 
cult time securing the appropriation it will 
ask of the Legislature. The claim is made 
that the Agricultural College eats up appro- 
priations, and does nothing to show why ad- 
ditional funds should be expended for its 
maintenance. Mr. Chubbuck and his asso- 
ciates defend the State Board, and propose to 
exert every energy to get what they want. 

THE GAMBLING LAW. 

The gambling law is not enforced with any 
degree of rigidity in Jefferson City. In fact, 
itis not enforced at all. Games are running 
wide open and some of the best posted 
‘‘gams’’ in the State are here with cards, 
chips and other parphernalia. The farmer 
members steer shy of the ‘‘little games,’’ 
as they are termed, and some of 
them are wondering why such flagrant 
violations of the law are permitted right in 
the capital of the state, where the law pro- 
hibiting gambling was enacted and placed on 
the statute books. 

ST. LOUISANS BADLY LEFT. 

The st. Louis workers who came here seek 
ing clerkships got badly left in the shuffle and 
some of them are still here, Micawber-like, 
waiting for something to turn up. The 
St. Louis delegation secured but 
three appointments, but looks for more if 
the clerical force inthe Houseis increased.

JOHN REESE SUCCUMBS TO INJURIES 
INFLICTED BY UNENOWN MEN. 


A Night Assault Brings ona Fatal Case 
of Tetanus—The Dead Man Attacked on 
His Way Home From Work— The Police 
Working for a Clue—His Mother's 
Story. 


There is work for the Coroner and work for 
the police in the Third District. John Reese, 
a hard-working teamster,died last night from 
lockjaw at No. 1208 O’Fallon street, the 
trouble having been brought on by injuries to 
the back of his head. 

AS near as can be learned from the friends 
and relatives ofthe dead man he was hurt 
in an encounter in Kerry Patch. The story as 
told by his mother is substantially as fol- 
lows: 

He was working as a teamster for a man 
at Eighteenth and North Market streets. 
He has been working there for ten years and 
was very steady in his habits. He used to 
take a short cut home from work after put- 
ting his horses away. One night just before 
Christmas he came home wifh blood all over 
him and acting dizzy, as if he was 
hurt. Iasked him what was the matter, and 
he said that when he was on Nineteenth 
street, near a vacant lot, some men knocked 
him down from behind. Then he began to 
shout, and one of the men gave him 
a hard kick in the head with the 
heel of his boot. That was all he would tell 
me, and he said he did not know any of the 
men. I told him that he ought to go to a 
doctor right away and have him look after 
his hurt, but he only laughed and said 
that it didn’t amount to anything. 
It did not bother him much at first and he 
went back to his work again the next morn- 
ing. He worked two or three days and then 
had tocome home. He did not like to do that 
at all because he was afraid of losing his 
job. Then he began to get worse and 
I sent for three or four doctors, but we could 
not do anything and he died last night.’’ 

THE ASSAILANTS UNKNOWN. 

The mother could give no information as to 
who her s0n’s assailants were and did not at 
the time of his injury think the dan- 
ger serious enough to cause any 
inquiry into the circumstances of it. From 
the doctors it was learned that Reese was 
taken some days back with a very bad case of 
lock-jaw, and was unable to tell his story. 
’ Efforts were made to learn from him the 
details of the assault, but nothing more than 
he had told to his mother could be learned. 
All he knew was that he had been attacked 
by three men whose names he did 
not know, and that after  knock- 
ing him down one of them kicked 
him in the head and they allranaway. The 
Third District police took hold of the case 
this morning and tried to find some clew to 
the men who had assaulted Reese, but so far 
have failed. 

The men who knew Reese most intimately 
and who took care of him while he was sick 
could add but little to what was already 
known. This man’s name is Robert Cor- 
coran, who keeps a stand at Biddle Market. 
Corcoran learned about as much of the story 
as the rest did and had no idea as to who the 
perpetrators were, 

Last night he looked after the body of the 
dead man, and while performing these last 
services for his departed friend d an en- 
counter with a man named Schultz. Schultz 
itis said, was under the influence of liquor 
and wanted to get into the room.where the 
body was and Corcoran prevented him. 
Schultz got mad attacked Oorcoran 
with a knife and cut him in 
the hand. Assistance arrived and Schultz, 
was taken away. This morning Corcoran 
swore out a warrant against Schultz on a 
charge of assault with intent to kill. The 
Coroner will probably take hold of the case 
to-day, but there is but little chance ofthe 
men who caused Reese’s death ever being 
discovered,

Keller 
claims that a convict who has gained a com- 
mutation by good behavior on one sentence 
should not be compelled to serve out the un- 
expired time if convicted a second time. 
Warden Brush interprets the law as meaning 
that a convict who has been released under 
commutation must, ona second conviction, 
serve the balance of his previous full term 
before he can begin to serve out his second 
sentence. Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Welch appeared in court and asked that the 
hesring be adjourned subject to further 
notice to both sides, as the question raised 
was an entirely new and important point of 
law. He said the District Attorney wished to 
consult Attorney General: Miller about the 
matter.

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RECOGNITION OF WOMEN. 


THE PRESBYTERIANS CONSIDERING THE 
CREATION OF DEACONESSES. 


A Question of Great Importance to the 
Church to Be Voted On in the Near 
Future in St. Louis—Dr. Niccolls Dis- 
cusses It. 


Shall the Presbyterian Church have deacon- 
esses? This question is receiving much atten- 
tion in New York, and, in fact, all over the 
country. At the last Northern General As- 
sembly a committee was authorized to pre- 
pare a code or amendment to the con- 
stitution governing the deaconesses 
and submit thé same to the differ- 
ent presbyteries of the country, each 
such body voting in favor of or against 
the proposition to count one vote, the result 
tobe determined bya majority vote. The 
question is receiving much attention locally, 
as Dr. Samuel J. Niccolis, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church, wasa member of 
the General Assembly Committee and voted 
in favor of the submission. The ladies are 
particularly interested, although the pro- 
posed new code will not give them power to 
either preach or managethe affairs of the 
church. Should the question carry it will 
simply create a new set of elective 
officers, who wil) be paid or their 
services given gratis in the discretion of the 
church. At present all charity work and 
calls are made by ladies who act in the ca- 
pacity merely from interest in their work. 
These ladies desire recognition from the 
church in an official way, even though they 
are not recompensed for their labor. 

This, in the minds of a great many, is no 
more than just, as it is admitted that the la- 
dies of nearly every congregation take upon 
themselves the great bulk of the work among 
the sick and the relief of the poor. They na- 
turally, therefore, desire to be acknowledged 
in some way, and at the same time have their 
work givena standingas church work. The 
claim is urged by some of the leading minis- 
ters, and great good from such an ac- 
tion is promised by them. 

THE LOCAL PRESBYTERY’S CONSIDERATION. 

At the April meeting of the St. Louis Pres- 
bytery the question will be taken up and 
considered, when the local opponents to the 
measure may be expected to come 
to the front, though they are 
not as yet saying anything. The amend- 
ment tothe constitution will be almost sol- 
idly supported by the lady members of the 
congregations in this city, which will com- 
bine to make a very interesting session. The 
opponents of the measure will use in their 
opposition the old argument that the move- 
ment tends towards Romish sisterhood. The 
opposite side stoutly maintain that such a 
thing is not possible, as the church is thor- 
— committed to the sanctity of mar- 
ria 

But the best point that the opposition will 
make is that should this proposition carry 
there is a probability of the members of the 
church losing all interest in the work, assert- 
ing that there are officers to attend to such 
duties, and therefore they do not propose to 
bother themselves. Itis the general opinion 
of the Presbyterian ministry that if the meas- 
ure is defeated it will be because of this argu- 
ment, as they assert that the very founda- 
tion stone of Protestantism is laid 
on the disinterested, or rathef, vol- 
untary, church work. They there- 
fore fear that should this new form be intro- 
duced the voluntary workers will give way 
to those elected for the one especial purpose. 
There is not any particularly strong feeling 
over the matter locally, but the future may 
have interesting developments. The general 
result is very much in doubt, although no 
clear estimate can as yet be made, owing to 
the fact that fewof the Presbyteries have 
as yet voted on the matter. But 
the question will be practically settled 
within two months the ministers throughout 
the country having by this time recorded 
their opinions as tothe fitness of women in 
church affairs. Thisisa subject which the 
clergy generally recognizes as one of great 
delicacy, andif objected toit must be done 
guardedly. 

THE LOCAL OUTLOOK. 

Dr. Samuel J. Niccolls was seenat his res- 
idence, 2651 Washington avenue, this morn- 
ing and questioned as to 
reasons for recommending the 
code as a member of the 
mittee of the General Assembly. The doctor 
smiled pleasantly, and during a conversation 
of half an hour paid some high compliments 
to the work of women in church affairs, 
He considered the ladies as a general thing 
the most energetic workers that were to be 
found, and said that when they really desired 
anything they worked hard and earnestly un- 
til the coveted object was obtained. 

Are the ladies in favor of this amend- 
ment?’’ he was asked. 

„Speaking generally, they are. Of course 
some of the ladies think this movement will 
not broaden the scope of their work, but I 
believe Ican say that the great majority are 
in favor of the movement. The object, as I 
understand it, is to give the female portion of 
the congregations some official recognition, 
thereby making them more than lukewarm in 
their labors.’’ 

Do you think the ladies will attempt to 
make this concession, in case it passes, a 
stepping-stone to ministerial honors?’’ 

have not thought of such a thing, and I 
do not believe the ladies have. They desire 
recognition, not official power. What 
would the churches do without 
the labors of the ladies? And 
in my opinion they willbe given charge of 
the work which they do almost entirely at the 
presenttime. There is but one doubt inthe 
way of the consummation of the amendment, 
and that is the argument that should the 
deaconesses be created eaverage church 
worker will drop out of tf@ ranks of workers 
and stay at home, becausethey imagine that 
some one has been electedtodo the work of 
which they were once soproud. This con- 
tingency will have to be guarded against and 
willrequire constant attention. Of course 
this argument will be used with effect by the 
opponents of the measure and it is feared by 
some will encompass its defeat. 

The doctor said that he thought there would 
be little discussion over the matter when it 
came toa vote before the St. Louis Presby 
tery. ‘‘Of course, there will be some oppo- 
sition, but notof avery strong nature,’’ he 
concluded, 

THE PRACTICE RECOGNIZED. 

The Presbyterian churches of the Southern 
General Assembly have the right, according 
to their constitution, of electing deaconesses 
in their churches. Dr. R. G. Brank, pastor of 
Central Church, when questioned on the mat- 
ter, said that hischurch had recognized this 
right since the separation of the church. 

**But,’’ said he, the practice is not car- 
ried out inany church that I am aware of. 
But the time is fast coming when the ladies 
of the congregation will be recognized in 
tangible form. They certainly deserve such 
recognition, as they are good workers, giving 
almost their entire time in many cases, 
while men only give what they can spare 
from their business,’’ 

Do you fear lack of interest among your 
members when this comes about?“ 

That is something that must be guarded 
against as much as _ possible. Lack 
of interest in matters of charity 
among tlie members would be a serious mat- 
ter, but I believe that when the practice be- 
comes thorough good will result, Although 
the article in our constitution allowing 
deaconesses has been in force now more than 
twenty years, no lady has been elected to 

an office within my knowledge. But the

right can be revived at any time and become 
immediately a practice of the church.“ 
The Doctor said that he was originally op- 


r posed to the adoption of such an article in 


the constitution, but that his objection, if it 
could be called by sucha name, was not 
strong, and that if his congregation saw fit 
to elect deaconesses well and good.

Thefourth round also belonged most de- 
cidedly to Fitzsimmons. He went at Demp- 
sey with a vim and soon had registered three 
telling blows, two of them on the ribs. 
Dempsey gave him a stinger on the 
neck, but did not stop the New 
Zealander who pursued him around the ring 

d landed blow after blow, four of them 

ing most telling. The Nonpareil slipped, 
but caught himself in the ropes and as he 
recovered landed heavily in Fitz’s chest. 
Then he clinched and after they had broken 
away time was called while they were spar- 
ring. 

The men came up smiling for the 
fifth. Fitz gave a stomach blow and re- 
celved in return a punch in the neck. 
Fitzsimmons landed with his left on 
Jack’s chin and got away without a return. 
Then he planked his glove hard on Dempsey’s 
nose. This aroused the Nonpareil, who gave 
Fitz two rib-roasters, but received two hard 
réchthanders over the heart without getting 
inany returns. Fitz followed up his work by 
planting his right and leftin succession on 
Dempsey’s neck. The latter was terribly 
punished and frequently clinched and 
slipped to the ground tosave himself from 
being knocked out. 

Sixth round—The New Zealander still forced 
the fighting, but Dempsey avoided him, and, 
after a little skirmishing, hit Fitzsimmons 
lightly on the chest. The latter retaliated 
with a stingeron the ribs which staggered 
the American. There was some vicious in- 
fighting and Dempsey, after receiving a hot 
one in the ribs, clinched his antagonist. 
When they broke Fitz landed on 
Dempsey’s nose, and the latter retaliated 
with a blow on the neck. It merely made 
the New Zealander laugh, and he rushed 
Dempsey to his corner ‘and staggered him 
with a terrific blow inthe chest, after hav- 
ing previously hit him right and left. Fitz 
was trying for a knock out. He was fresh 
and strong, while Dempsey was badly ex- 
hausted when time was called. Every round 
had been in the New Zealander’s favor. 

The seventh round was a hard one on the 
Nonpareil. Fitzimmons went over into his 
corner and struck him twice, and Dempsey 
responded with a left-hander on his ear. This 
angered Fitz, who forced Dempsey over the 
ropes and delivered a series of right and left 
upper cuts which brought the blood in 
streams from the American’s mouth and 
nose. Aright-hand uppercut in the stom- 
ach sent Jack to the floor and caused an ex- 
pression of agony to pass over his face. Game 
as a pebble, though, he arose and attempted 
to ght. He could not land and clinched to 
save himself from being knocked out. The 
poor fellow was bathed in blood and was so 
weak he could scarcely hear the call of the 
referee to break away. 

The eighth round found Dempsey weak and 
exhausted and Fitzsimmons smiling and con- 
fident. The Nonparell's nose and eyes were 
swollen and his face was covered with blood. 
Dempsey attempted to do some fighting, but 
his blows lacked force, and the long New 
Zealander went at him most viciously. He 
punched him right and left, and drove the 
game little fellow before him about the 
ring. He made a veritable chopping 
block of him. Two or three times 
Dempsey rallied somewhat, but his blows had 
no effect on his antagonist, and when the 
round closed the Fitzsimmons adherents were 
wild with joy, while the Dempseyites and 
other spectators were dumfounded and lost in 
silent admiration for the game little man who 
continued to stand up under such terrific pun- 
ishment. His seconds were confused and 
rattled. 

Round nine—Dempsey was so weak when 
he staggered tothe center of the ring that he 
could scarcely raise his hands. His face was 
terribly distorted and swollen, and was 
bleeding freely from the effect of the punish- 
ment he had received. After a feint, which 
caused Dempsey to duck, Fitzsimmons landed 
an upper cut on the Nonpareil’s badly 
mangled nose and sent the blood 
squirting all Over the game little fellow’s 
body. Jack fell,and whenhe arose again 
right and left upper cuts were rained in on 
him like hail, until he was blinded by them. 
He clung to the ropes, and his antagonist 
mercifully begged him to give in, saying 
he did not want to hurt him, 
Dempsey. however, shook his head and tried 
for the New Zealander’s stomach. He was 
easily stopped and he clung to his long antag- 
onist to save himself. Fitzsimmons, who 
could have finished him in that roumd, merci- 
fully desisted from doing so and kept plead- 
ing with Dempsey to give up the battle, but 
the latter was obstinate and shook his head 
in the negative. 

The tenth round was but a repetition of its 
predecessor, Fitzsimmons was strong and 
merciful, Dempsey exhausted, but plucky. 
At the outset the New Zealander was evi- 
dently determined to finish his man, and 
after punching Dempsey acouple of times in 
the face he forced him to his corner and sent 
him crashing to the ground with a straight 
left-hander. He managed to stagger to his 
feet just before the ten seconds 
allotted him had expired and he was 
sent down again with a swinging 
right-handed blow on the side of the head. 
The calling of time saved him from being 
knocked out in that round, though it would 
have been far better for him had he lost then 
and there and been saved further punish- 
ment. Fitzsimmons could have punished 
him worse in this round than he did if he so 
desired, asthe Nonpareil was completely at 
his mercy. 

In round eleven Fitzsimmons again en- 
deavored to get Dempsey to quit, but the lat- 
ter would not, and the long New 
Zealander knocked him down again 
and again. Dempsey was almost too 
weak to stand and Fijzsimmons evidently 
disliked to punish him, Hempsey dodged the 
blows as best he could, but was powerless to 
fight back, and he was clinging to Fitzsim- 
mons when time was called. 

In the twelfth round Carroll 
Fitzsimmons to stop Dempsey.’ The New 
Zealander drove his antagonist over the 
ropes and landeda right-hand upper cut in 
the stomach that sent the Nonpareil 
down in a heap. He arose to his 
knees, but was too weak to rise and fell to the 
floor again. Once more he attempted torise 
and was more successful. He staggered to 
his feet, only to be sent down again by a left- 
hand swing. Again, and justin time to save 
himself, did he arise, but Fitzsimmons once 
more sent him down with a left hand punch. 
As he lay there like one dead McAuliffe threw 
up the sponge just as the gong rang the close 
of the round. 

Everybody thought the fight was over, but 
Dempsey broke away from his seconds and 
staggered to the center of the ring for the 
thirteenth round. it's no use, Jack; give it 
up. I don't want to strike you,’’ said Fitz- 
simmons, I would punch you if I could. 
Knock me out,’’ replied the helpiess man, 
game to the last. Fitzsimmons pushed him 
ofandthen gave him a left-hander. that 
Knocked him down and out. It was fifteen 
minutes before Dempsey had revived su- 
ciently to be carried away from the building. 

Carroll was wild with joy and shook Fitz- 
simmons by both hands. Dempsey was heart- 
broken and wept like a child. Tuthill and Me- 
Auliffe nursed him as tenderly as a child and 
Fitzsimmons, who scarcely bore a mark from 
the battle, took his antagonist’s limp hand 
and whispered kind words in his ear. The 
victor was congratulated by hundreds 
and made friends of all by his manly 
and humane conduct all through the battle.

DEMPSEY’S CAREER 

Jack Dempsey, who met with defeat in last 
night’s contest, hada ‘phenomenal career in 
the ring. He is anatitve of County Kildare, 
Ireland, where he was born Sept 15, 1862, 
so that he is now 28 years of age. When 
but a small child he emigrated to America 
with his parents, and he was brought up in 
New York State. He learned the trade of 
cooper and worked at a bench beside Jacx 
McAuliffe, the champion light-weight, 
who is largely indebted to Dempsey for much 
of his knowledge of fighting and skill. It was 
as a Collar-and-elbow ‘wrestler that Dempsey 
first came before the public, making iis 
debut in Harry Hill's place in New York City, 
on New Year Day, 1883. He was skillful and 
clever, but it is doubtful if he would ever 
have achieved greatness in that line. His 
first appearance as a pugilist was on April 7, 
1888, when in twenty-seven rounds he 
whipped Ed Norton, better known 
as King!“ Mebonald. ny a short 
time previous ne discovered that 
he possessed ability in the fighting line when 
at an exhibition he volunteered to take the 
place of a sparrer who had failed to put in an 
appearance, To the surprise of himself, his 
antagonist and everybody else, Dempsey had 
the best of the set-to. His match with Mc- 
Donald was then made and after he had 
fought and won that he abandoned wrestling 
for pugilism. Within six years he fought and 
won fifty batties, tis career be- 
ing the most remarkable in the history of 
the ring. When he started out he was 
a Ughtweight, and it was not long before he 
won the championship in that class. Be- 
coming too heavy to any longer fight within 
light-weight limit he resigned his title to 
Jack McAuliffe, his friend and fellow-work- 
man, who has held it ever since. AS a mid- 
dleweight Dempsey vanquished everybody 
who came before him, among the humber be- 
ing several heavyweights. It was not until 
Aug. 27, 1889, that he knew what defeat was. 
Then he was knocked out by an accidental 
blow by George La Blanche, the Marine, 
a man whom he had once before 
bested and whom he bad all but knocked out 
when the accidental blow was delivered. 
Since then Dempsey fought and whipped 
Billy McCarthy, the Australian, and last 
night at the hands of Fitzsimmons he re- 
ceived his second defeat and what might be 
called his only legitimate defeat. This table 
gives a complete record of his victories and 
defeats:

CHICAGO SPORTS BROKE. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—The Chicago ‘‘sports’’ 
who backed Dempsey in the fight, from the 
appearances in the down-town resorts last 
night, outnumbered the Fitzsimmons men 
ten toone. And when the news of Dempsey’s 
defeat arrived it had a marvelous effect. The 
enthusiastic Dempsey worshipers at first 
could hardly believe the report, but when its 
truth became evident they pulled their hats 
over their eyes and jammed their hands to 
the bottoms of their moneyless trousers 
pockets, while the fortunate few who had 
put their money on the Australian ordered 
wine with the recklessness Known only to 
winning sports. A prominent saloon on 
Monroe street was crowded until the result of 
the fight was known, and in less 
than half an hour later only a few 
straggiers remained, and they were drowning 
their sorrows with what little change they 
had saved from the wreck. The manager 
was kept busy at the telephone answering 
inquiries from Elgin, the Town of Lake, En- 
glewood and elsewhere. Everybody seemed 
to have bet on the Nonpareil, and up to the 
time the result became known bets were 
running 100 to 90 on Dempsey. 

Actor John L. Sullivan could scarcely real- 
ize that Dempsey had been beaten. He sald: 
Poor fellow! I did not believe any one near 
his weight could do him with or without 
gloves.

The sixth annual ball of the St. Louis Fire 
Department Pension Fund and Relief Asso- 
ciation will be given in Musie Hall, Expost- 
tion buliding, next Wednesday evening, Jan. 
21, and it promises to be by far the finest in 
the history of the association, The parquet 
will be used for dancing, as at the annual 
Veiled Prophets’ ball, and the arrangements 
generally will be pretty much as then. The 
object of the firemen’s balk is, as ts well 
known, to provide a fund for the relief of old, 
sick and disabled firemen, and it is always at- 
tended by some of the most prom- 
nent citizens of the city and 
State, the list of celebrities pres- 
ent sometimes including the Governor 
of the State, the Mayor ofthe city and other 
State and city officials accompanied by their 
wives. The honorary managers of the ball 
are to be Gov. Francis, Mayor Noonan, Chief 
John Lindsay, ex-Chief Clay Sexton, C. P. 
Walbridge, President of the City Council; 
Samuel Kennard, President of the Exposition; 
Frank Gaiennie, Secretary of the Exposition; 
Geo. W. Tennille, the veteran secretary of 
the Fire Department; Councilmen Bensiek

EXPENSIVE MUSIC. 

The principal expense in giving the ball is 
the music, the musicians of the city having 
formed a trust and raised the price of music 
inthe Exposition Building and Merchants’ 
Exchange. The charge per man in all other 
buildings is $4a night, butin the Merchants’ 
Exchange and Exposition Building they 
charge $7 per man and even 
double that price for the leader 
ofthe band, requiring $14 a night for his 
services. The Committee of Arrangements 
has been unable as yetto secure a reduction 
from these figures and has very little hope of 
succeeding so long as the Exposition man- 
agers continue bringing Gilmore’s Band to 
St. Louis. 

A RECORD TO BE PROUD OF. 

During the past year the St. Louis Fire De- 
partment has made a record to be proud of, 
the total losses for the year 1890 having been 
Only a little over $1,000,00@ This is a record 
that no other American city of the size of St. 
Louis made last year, the losses of Boston, 
Baltimore, New York, Philadelphia, Brook- 
lyn and Chicago all having been much 
larger than St. Louis’ loss, their figures run- 
ning way up into the millions. Only two 
fires occurred in St. Louis last year in which 
the loss exceeded $100,000, one being the de- 
struction of the Anchor Mill on Twenty-first 
and Randolph streets on last March and the 
other being the fire at Frank Bros.’ store on 
Broadway and Washington avenue on last 
October. Theloss from each of those fires 
was over $200,000. Only eight other fires oc- 
curred in which the loss was as much as 
$10,000, as follows: 

April 26—La Fourette’s broom corn storage 
house on the Levee; loss, $13,000. 

May 14—Heller & Hoffman’s chair factory at 
1708 North Eighth street; loss, $21,000. 

June 15—Mansur & Tibbets’ agricultural im- 
plements building on North Main street; loss, 
$74,000. 

Aug. 8—Laclede Fire Brick Co.’s works, 
near Cheltenham, damaged $41,000. 

Aug. 13—American Wool Co. 's brick builld- 
ing on Twentieth and. Morgan streets; loss, 
$11,000. 

Aug. 146—Meyerberg & Co,’s wholesale hat 
house; loss, $14,000, 

Sept. 14—Peckham’s candy factory on Main 
and Locust streets; loss, $86,000. 

Dec. 22—Starr Bros.’ toy house at413 Wash- 
ington avenue; loss. $50,000.

ONE FIREMAN KILLED. 

One fireman was killed in 1890, the unfor- 
tunate man being Dan Lynch, the assistant 
foreman ef Engine Co. No. 18, who was 
caught by a falling wall at the Peckham 
candy fire. 

The membership of the Department, in- 
cluding officers, is still 375, not having heen 
increased during the year. One new piece of 
apparatus was received, a Hale water tower, 
and it is the only thing of the kind that the 
St. Louis Fire Department has ever had. 
It is stationed at the No. 2 Engine- 
house on Third and Vine streets, and 
is incharge of the company that formerly 
manned the chemical engine located there. 
The chemical has been put on the reserve list 
and it may be sent to the Female Hospital, 
as that institution is without adequate fire 
protection. The Insane Asylum and Poor- 
house each has a chemical engine originally 
purchased forand used for some time by the 
Fire Department. -. 

The regular department consists of one 
chief, six assistant chiefs and forty-six com- 
panies, namely, twenty-nine fire companies, 
seven truck companies, two chemical com- 
panies, one water tower company and seven 
fuel companies.
